Motors sales were at a then record 
of 391,738 and trucks. Net 
profits were $60,517,519, against $15,- 
391,028 in 1918. The corporation en- 
tered 1920 with a large increase in 
its projected schedule. 

During the first six months of the 
year output was 242,369 units, against 
187,649 in the first six months of 
1919. Profits for the period amount- 
ed to $35,509,356, against $31,194,164 
in the first six months of 1919 and 
$12,587,259 in the first six months 
of 1918. The moderate increase in 
profits, in first half of 1920, coupled 
with an extensive gain in output, 
also gave the first warnings that 
competition was becoming severe. 

In the corporation's balance sheet 
there was a similar indication that 
the prdouct was not moving as free- 
ly or as profitably as during the 
boom, Inventories in June, 1920, 
amounted to $184,779,598, against 
$98,975,540 in June, 1919. Cash 
dropped to $48,654,403 from $96.560,- 
809 the previous year. In addition 
the corporation was borrowing at 
the banks a total of $78,257,898. 

The above outline of trade and 
financial trends during the two pe- 
reads shows the striking similarity 
between developments with the ex- 
ception that even before the depres- 
sion started in 1920. General Motors 
was a heavy borrower at the banks. 
It also, prior to that time, had 
tapped the securities market heavily 
with new offerings of securities in 


cars 


an effort to raise the necessary 
cash to carry on its operations. 
Up to the time the depressions 
started, the developments’ were 
strikingly sjmilar. With the en- 
trance into the depression period, 
however, there is a _ noticeable 
change. In 1920, inventories con- 


tinued to increase until the depres- 
sion became acute. In October, 1920, 
they reached a total of $209,000,000. 
The drain on cash also continued 
with the corporation increasing its 
bank borrowings to a total of $82,- 
784,824 on October 31, 1920. 

The inventories represented goods 
purchased at the inflated prices ex- 
isting at that time, and before the 
corporation's operations could be 
brought back to solid ground in the 
following two years, a total liquida- 
tion loss of $84,869,893 was incurred. 
There was only moderate rectifica- 


tion of the corporation's financia! 
;position during the first twelve 
months of the earlier depression, 


mainly in a scaling down of inven- 
tories. On June 335, 1921, cash stood 
at $49,426,233. Inventories were 
$147,502,087, a decline of $37,277,511. 
Accounts payable were reduced to 
$19,852,581, against $36,440,740, and 
bank borrowings dropped to $68,- 
808,250, against $78,257,898 the pre- 
vious year.

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How Efficient Are Motor Cars? | 


O the question at the head of this paragraph the engineer | 


‘3 will answer, “Oh, about 30 to 35 per cent.,” meaning 
that some 65 per cent. of the power actually generated by 
the engine is wasted before it reaches the driving wheels. 
However, it was not the matter of mechanical efficiency | 
that prompted us to ask our question. What we had in| 


mind rather was the efficiency of the motor vehicle from an/! 
operational point of view. | 

When we come to analyze the value of the motor ve-| 
hicle we find inevitably that its speed is the great virtue 
that it holds over other methods of highway transport. Not 
only does the car have far higher speeds at its command than 
other forms of vehicles, but it has endurance far beyond any 
animal-drawn form of transport. In the end this greater 
endurance is just another form of speed. Beyond this the 
motor vehicle is far quicker in getting away, occupies less 
space in the highway and at the curb. All these virtues 
combine to give it far more speed than any other type of 
highway transportation medium. 

It happens that modern traffic conditions, congestion, 
street and road location and design, if we may so describe 
width and similar factors, all combine to reduce the speed of 
motor vehicles—the ultimate value that this transportation 
medium has over all others. On very few highways are 
motor vehicles able to make the speeds of which they are 
capable. 

This simply means that the potential efficiency of the 
vehicles is reduced before they even begin to operate. 

This is the real reason why money spent in highway 
construction and improvement pays such immediate divi- 
dends. Every improvement in road surface or planning 
permits our motor vehicle transportation system to increase 
its efficiency in operation. In the average car of today is built 
the ability to travel at speeds of fifty or more miles per hour 
for extended periods. But our highway and street condi- 
tions cut this potential speed down to not much over a thirty 
mile per hour average. Figure out the annual loss in po- 
tential efficiency for yourselves. 

_ This condition is what makes it inevitable that automo- 
tive men, manufacturers, dealers and plain vehicle owners 
should be in the forefront of any movement to improve and 
develop our street and highway system. 


Black Comes Back 


HEN Henry Ford some years ago made his since 
famous remark that he didn’t care what color they 
painted his cars, “provided it were black,” he little knew 
what course events were to take in this branch of automotive 
development. 


It was not long after Mr. Ford said this that the so-| 


called lacquers came into general use, giving much greater 
opportunities for varying color schemes than had been pos- 
sible with paint and varnish. The great American buying 
public, wearied of black and a few dark variants, promptly 
voiced its desire for many and bright colors. The companies 
which were not quick to meet this demand watched their 
sales sink suddenly and disastrously. 

__ Some time ago the Duco color organization started com- 
piling a monthly chart showing color trends. For a time 
brown led in this public preference chart, then green took 
first place, and finally blue came into its own. Since Decem- 
ber, 1928, blue led as the favorite color with the exception of 
a single month.

Eggleston Would Give 


Coach Company Stock 
For Farmers’ Wheat 


Des Moines, Ia., Aug. 11.—In 
Grinnell, Ia., there stands a factory, 
idle, but without a debt, the prop- 
erty of the Eggleston Compartment 
Coach Company. 

On the prairies, for hundreds of 
miles in every direction, spirelike 
against the level horizon, stand 
hundreds of grain elevators burst- 
jing with wheat. 

J. D. Eggleston, who owns the 
factory; farmers, who own the 
wheat, and buyers, who own the 
elevators—and much of the wheat— 
are all in a bad way. But Mr, 
Eggleston has a solution. 

Mr. Eggleston explained his plan 
to this correspondent last night: He 
would buy 750,000 bushels of wheat, 
not at the market price, but at $1 a 
| bushel. Wheat has been about three- 
|fourths of that recently hereabouts. 

In exchange he would give the 
farmers for their wheat shares of 
Eggleston Compartment Coach 
Company. The results he predicts 
will be that the coach company, 
which has been dcrmant since the 
stock market crash of last fall, will 
be able to begin production; that 
the price of wheat will be sufficient- 
ly stiffened that a $1 price for wheat ! 
will become an actuality. 

The company’s assets have been 
authoritatively estimated to be 
worth $757,000, Mr. Eggleston says. 
Data are now on file in the Iowa sec- 
retary of state’s office to verify this, 
he said. His factory is entirely com- 
plete and ready to begin production 
within thirty-six hours if funds are 
forthcoming.

MARKET EXTREMELY 
DULL, SURVEY SHOWS 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 11.—Ex- 
tremely dull and_ unsatisfactory 
market conditions for automobile¢

Imports of passenger cars and 


trucks at Singapore, British Ma- 
laya, declined considerably durin 
the second quarter, while sales fel 
off 29 per cent. throughout Malaya, 
due chiefly to the depressing eco- 
nomic conditions in the up-country 
districts, Forward orders and stocks 
light.

EW YORK, Aug. 11—The re- 
action in motor shares listed 
on the various stock exchanges, 
which started in the week ended 
August 2, gained momentum in the 
week just past, with the result that 
average price of sixty representative 
Stocks declined 1.38 points, as 


against a decline of only .76 of a. 


point in the preceding week. 


The question that is causing most 
concern in Wall Street at this time 
is whether the current decline in 
stocks will be checked before going 
through the low marks made in the 
June drop. Some of the automotive 
leading stocks that are close to the 
levels of June are Chrysler, Electric 
Auto-Lite, General Motors, and 
Packard. 

The verge price of sixty repre- 
sentative automotive stocks closed 
the week at 27.45, as compared with 
the low of 26.03 for the year, this 
mark having been reached in the 
week ended June 28. This low com- 
pares with a high for the year of 
40.68, reached in the week of 
April 5. 

The passenger cars in the past 
week closed at an average price of 
26,85, a decline of 1.58, and compar- 
ing with a low for the year of 25.71 
and a high of 40.79. 

The twenty representative acces- 
sory and equipment stocks closed 
the week with an average price of 
31.14, a decline of 1.20 points. The 
low for the year for this group was 
27.69, as against a high of 45.51, the 
low having been made in the week 
ended June 28 and the high in the 
week of April 5. 

The ten rubber stocks closed at 
31.98, a loss of .87 of a point, and a 
new low for the year. The previous 
low of 32.17 was made in the week 
ended June 28. The high was 42.51, 
made in the week ended March 29. 

The ten’ representative trucks 
ended the week at 17.36, a loss of 
1.21 points. This compares with the 
low for the year of 16.38, made in 
the week ended June 21, and the 
high of 27.15, made in the week 
ended April 5. 

The good news in the motor in- 
dustry in the past week, during 
which time about 200,000 men re- 
turned to their jobs in the automo- 
tive plants, was offset to a great ex- 
tent by the drought in the agricul- 
tural states of the Middle West. The 
crop loss has reached serious propor- 
tions and business generally is be- 
ginning to take in account the ex- 
tent to which the buying power of 
that section of the country will be 
reduced. 

Tobey & Kirk, member of the 
New York Stock Exchange, in their 
weekly market letter have the fol- 
lowing to say regarding the general 
business situation:— 

“Industrial indices continue to re- 
flect dullness and hesitancy in gen- 
eral business, two outstanding ex- 
ceptions being increased employ- 
ment of Jabor in some lines and the 
spectacular advance in the grain 
markets. This latter, due to crop 
damage, was unfavorable from ordi- 
nary point of view, but it may prove 
to be beneficial in relation to gen- 
eral trend of commodity prices. 

“While discrimination is neces- 
Bary, Owing to reduced earnings of 
many corporations, there is reason 
to believe that general business con- 
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ditions may improve during balance 
of 1930 and with very low money 
rates, there is adequate incentive 
for active buying movements in 
meritorious stocks.” 

Automobile production in the past 
week increased about 80 per cent. 
over the preceding week, according 
to reliable reports. How long this 
rate of gain over July will be main- 
tained is hard to say. Production of 
automobiles in July amounted to 
approximately 275,000, according to 
the estimate of the National Auto-

REOPENS IN CHICAGO. 


Chicago, Aug. 11.—After a week’s 
Shutdown the Ford assembly plant 
on Torrence Avenue, serving the 
Chicago territory, reopened today. 
Present plans call for a daily out- 
put of 350 cars during August. The 
local plant adopted a somewhat dif- 
ferent policy from the main fac- 
tory in that it opened for four days 
two weeks ago during the Dearborn 
and River Rouge shutdown period. 

At the local headquarters it was 
stated that the Ford position in re- 
spect to total car sales in the Chi- 
cago territory has been gradually 
improved this year. At the start of 
1930 Ford was getting about 30 per 
cent. of all automobile sales, where- 
as this proportion is now declared 
to be around 50 per cent. 

Work on the landing dock adjoin- 
ing the assembly plant is progress- 
ing rapidly, and it is now predicted 
that the project will be completed 
within the next sixty days, thereby 
permitting direct shipments of ma- 
terials by boat from River Rouge to 
the Calumet River, where the local 
plant is located.

That’s about all the recent slack- 
ness in automotive parts business 
seems to have been—a procrastina- 
tion of buying. It couldn’t be put 
off forever. Each day the time of 
buying was bound to come closer. 
Each day that needed repair job 
Was one day nearer to being done. 
So recently repair shops have been 
busy, in the main. Of course, not 
all of them, but the alert and bet- 
ter shops have noted a fine increase 
in business, This is true of dealer 
service shops as well as the majority 
of the independent shops. 

Good weather for car trips has 
been a favorable factor. Tourist 
travel to the Northwest has been 
lighter than earlier inquiries had 
indicated. The same is true of travel 
into Western Canada. But the home 
folks are doing a lot of riding 
around to resorts. This means good 
oil, gasoline and supplies, including 
brake-relining jobs. Wheel align- 
ing is getting to be quite active these 
days, too. Tires sales are fair. 

“Business is like a human being,” 
is the statement of a well-known 
local jobber. “It has been some- 


what indisposed of late, but the 
patient is now getting well. There 
Is too great a spirit of unborn 


American optimism for it to remain 
sick long.” 

In line with this thought, there 
is a more optimistic feeling every- 
where in the Northwest. Business 
sales are responding. The employ- 
ment situation is improving. 

“July better than June and June 
was our best month of the year,” 
is the report of J. P. Cronin, man- 
ager of P. J. Cronin Company. 
“Both sales and collections are bet- 
ter.

PHILADELPHIA JOBBERS SEE 
FALL TRADE OUTLOOK GOOD 


Optimism General Among Wholesalers—Sales Stim- 
ulated by State Sanction of 32-Candlepower Bulbs— 
Oil Filter Cartridges, Replacement Parts Moving 


HILADELPHIA, Aug. 11.—Almost without exception 
the regular line jobbers of automotive supplies in this 
area report notably good stimulation in the sale of blubs for 
automobile headlamps, directly traceable to the sanctioning 
by the state of the use of 32-candlepower bulbs in auto- 


mobiles. © enna eS 

In addition to bulb sales, the 
turnover of such items as spark 
plugs and fan belts is reported as 
particularly encouraging. Oil filter 
eartridges also are among the best 
sellers of the moment, and some 
wholesale houses say that replace- 
ment parts are again beginning to 
move satisfactorily, after a consid- 
erable period of quiescence. 

Jobbers, however, are in no way 
deceiving themselves about general 
business being at least slightly off 
from this time a year ago and read- 
ily recognize that those articles that 
are now leading in the selling oper- 
ations are numbered among those 
which the motorist positively ve- 
quires if he is to run his car at all. 
With one accord the wholesalers 
appear to be optimistic over ihe 
outlook for fall trade. 

Following is a review of what some 
prominent jobbing houses in the 
field have to offer about present 
conditions in their business: 

J. H. McCullough & Son, 1248 
North Broad St.: The company 
made more money on less volume 
during the first six months of the 
present year, compared the corre- 
sponding period of 1929. The mer- 
chandise that is selling best at pres- 
ent consists of fan belts, spark plugs 
and light bulbs.

George W. Nock Company, Inc., 
710-16 North 16th St.: Some im- 
provement is noted in certain angles 
of the business and there is a ten- 
dency for the early writing up of 
winter requirements, including such 
items as anti-freeze. However, it 
is the small, not the large orders in 
general that are being taken at 
this time. The articles selling most 
rapidly at this time are light bulbs, 
fan belts, spark plugs and the like. 
Oil and grease sales continue to go 
along. Equipment sales remain 
spotty. Business is lightly off from 
a year ago.

The chemical lines of canned mer- 
chandise, such as top dressings and 
polishes, are selling best at present.

Feditor’s Column 


TRADE associations are not a 
style that changes with fancy, 
according to W. J. Parker, trade as- 
sociation organizer and_ director. 
They are here to stay as an im- 
portant factor in our commercial 
existence. The legislative, economic 
and financial minds of the country 
have more than given them their 
stamp of approval; they have come 
to lean upon them as pillars of 
progress. President Hoover while 
secretary of commerce gave con- 
tinued recognition to their value 
and gave sponsorship and encour- 
agement to industrtial organization. 
Congress, through the creation of 
the Federal Trade Commission, 
which has worked hand in hand 
with trade associations in smooth- 
ing out industrial and commercial 
ills and abuses, has indicated its 
confidence in collective thinking. 


Economists foresaw the possibility 
of manufacturing and distributing 
interchange of ideas through the 
trade association in accomplishing 
standardization and the elimination 
of waste in effort and materials. 
The banker realizes that no one 
man or individual company, irre- 
spective of his ability or its size, had 
cornered all of the brain power of 
any industry. The statistician has 
worked out a formula indicating 
that no business man or company, 
irrespective of how efficient, con- 
trols but 40 per cent. maximum of 
the factors governing his or its 
business. The other 60 per cent., 
pressing from the outside, including 
relationship with Federal, state and 
local government, taxation, tariff, 
industry and interindustry competi- 
tion, labor, etc., are influences that 
can only be reckoned with in gen- 
eral. For this reason the large com- 
panies today in almost every field 
are active members of trade associ- 


ations. 
One of the highly important 
phases of association work, Mr. 


Parker declares, is the development 
of cost accounting systems. Either 
in manufacturing or selling it is 
fundamental that we know our costs 
and how to arrive at them with ac- 
curacy, It is surprising to learn the 
number of larger and erstwhile suc- 
cessful concerns as well as small 
companies who have computed their 
cost and selling price either by 
mere guess or by haphazard meth- 
ods, little better than guess, he says, 
How business today, in the face of 
keen competition, can go on with- 
out a uniform cost accounting pro- 
cedure which will allow the men of 
an industry to legally get together 
and compare costs, is difficult to un- 
derstand. “If one does not know 
what his costs are, how can one 
figure his profits?” 

“It is not uncommon for the little 
fellow, who assumes a low overhead 
and who depends upon territorial 
distribution, to establish prices 
ridiculously low to meet outside 
competition,’ Mr, Parker continues. 
“His competitors decide to meet his 
price and so the battle goes on, re- 
sulting in profitless sales for all con- 
cerned. By the adoption of uni- 
form cost accounting system and 
trade association cost conferences, 
the interchange of methods and ex- 
periences prove invaluable and need 
betray no secrets of manufacture 
and sale. On the other hand, the 
discussions of operations lead to 
suggestive methods from which not 
only individual concerns but the 
public at large benefit. 

“Another very constructive activ- 
ity of vital importance is the de- 
velopment and compilation of com- 
plete and accurate facts and figures 
indicating trends in industry. This 
may start with raw material and 
carry through to the buying habits 
of the ultimate consumer. They 
may include inventory and move- 
ment of commodities in the base in- 
dustry as well as inter-related in- 
dustries which affect either the 
manufacture or sale of the class of

commodity an association is prim- 
arily intrested in. Such statistical 
information is secured from various 
ways—by questionnaire, surveys, re- 
ports from members, etc., and cor- 
related so as to bring out its great- 
est value. It is, needless to say, that 
an association is by far a better 
clearing house for such data than 
by attempting to maintain a statisti- 
cal department in individual con- 
cerns. In fact, there are few con- 
cerns which can afford such a de- 
partment. 

“Trade promotion is another im- 
activity made _ possible 
through associated effort. It per- 
mits of research in developing every 
possible use and outlet for com- 
modities; group advertising to pro- 
mote good will towards industry 
through catchy slogans and timely 
and seasonal buying; it effects great 
saving in buying of printing mat- 
ter, data books and promotional 
pieces; it permits the conduction 
of sales and inspirational meetings 
among jobber, dealer and consumer 
groups; it promotes the holding of 
shows and expositions when the 
buyer is brought to the seller. These 
are but a few of the myriad of pro- 
motional activities possible through 
group effort.”

cute AGO, Aug. 11.—Following a 

strong finish in July, Ford and 
Chevrolet dealers in Chicago have 
reversed the usual order of affairs 
by starting out at an even more 
rapid sales pace in the first week of 
August. Normally, the first ten days 
show a decline as compared with 
other periods of like duration in the 
month, but indications are that Au- 
gust will prove an exception, based 
on the orders obtained by dealers 
during this week. 

Chevrolet dealers have found the 
latest factory policy offering wire 
wheels as standard optional equip- 
ment to have been a decided stimu- 
lus in the demand for their prod- 


uct. They call it a smart bit of 
strategy, particularly, since the pub- 
lic has taken instantly and en- 


thusiastically to the idea. They trace 
many orders to this move by the 
factory, as well as to the introduc- 
tion of new colors. AS a conse- 
quence they have in a number of 
cases increased their allotments of 
cars. 

A survey among the Chevrolet 
dealers brings out the fact that 
their total sales during the final ten 
days of July were more than 100 
cars above expectations of the local 
wholesale branch. Added to this 
record, they hung up the best busi- 
ness in used cars for any ten-day 
period since early in May. Along 
with the heavy demand for new 
automobiles these dealers have suc- 
ceeded in bringing their used car 
stocks down to the lowest point this | 
year. 

The trend toward sedans made it- 
self felt during the latter part of 
July in more pronounced manner 
than in either May or June, during 
which coupes were running second 
to two-door sedans in popular favor. 
At present, the coach type continues 
to lead, with four-door sedans out- 
stripping the total for the various 
types of coupes. 

Confidence that August will out- 


strip July in sales is freely ex- 
pressed among both Ford and 
Chevrolet dealers. Last month, in- 


ce dentally, was slightly behind June, 
due partially, it is stated, to the 
virtual three-day holiday observed 
zround the Fourth of July. 

In keeping with the 
dealers, those handling Fords ex- 
perienced an increase, reported as 
being around 5 per cent., during the 
last fifteen days of July as com- 
pared with the first fifteen days. 
They point out that although July 
sales were lower than June numeri- 
cally they were considerably higher 
in proportion to the total number of 
cars sold in this territory. 

The Ford dealer sales were also 
large enough to create a lower num- 
ber of cars on hand, new car stocks 


showing a decrease of about 8 per | 


cent. at the end of the month as 
compared with the close of June. 
This, it is declared, was partially 
brought about by the close-dewn 
of the Ford plants. 

Yet several dealers report that 
closing of the factories and the local 
assembly plant for inventory and 
vacations caused a shortage in their 
supply of cars on hand, with the re- 
sult that they had to buy automo- 
biles from other Ford dealers to 
take care of delivery requirements. 
One large dealer, Lawder Brothers, 
purchased seven cays in a single day 
from another dealership when cessa- 
tion of factory operations prevented 
delivery from that source. 

Inventory of cars on hand by the 
average Ford dealer is said to be 
only sufficient to take care of de- 
liveries for one week at the rate 
orders are coming in. The final ten
